The return of pleasant weather Brought 


ths Merrimao as was generally expected. 


The alarm gun was fired at 7,20 and the 


docks, beach and ramparta of the Fortress 
were crowded with spectators. 


The Merrimro after showing herself be- 


yond Bewails Point appeared to be coming 
this way but soon turned toward , James 
Eiver followed by the Jamestown, York- 
town, Baleigd and Teaser. 


Arriving at a point midway .-between 


Sewalls Point and.Newport News and near 
the French vessels Gasiend! and Catinet 
and the English vessel Rmaldo' the whole 
fleet stopped, while the Jamestown follow- 
ed at some distance by the Yorklown and 
a small tug continued on her COUTJO. 


Her intention was not at first perceived 


but as she came around leaving Newport 
News on her left, it was Been that her 
object was to capture two brigs and a 
schooner anobored near the shore, about 
twh miles from the point. This was done 
withont ihu slightest difficulty and with 
the assistance ol the tug. 


The three prizes were taken oB nnder 


the rebel flag. The affair occupied less 
than half an i.our, when the Jamestown 
having rejoined the fleet she towed ths 
prizea to (Jraney Island. 


Alarmed at this bold dart, a number of 


schooners in the upper harbor sailed. Up 
to this time, the Rebel fleet-remains in tbe 
position they first placed themselves and 
nothing more has been done. 


The tide is out and probably no new 


movements will be made for some hours. 
Should the Merrimac then choose to pay u.
